LONDON, July 8.—A formidable coun- 
ter-revolution was attempted in Mos- 
cow on Saturday at the time of the as- 
sassination of Count von Mirbach, the 
German Ambassador, according to dis- 
patches received here today. These 
dispatches indicate that the outbreak 
was suppressed with much bloodshed. 

The Russian wireless circulated the 
following, signed by M. Araloff, the 
chief Moscow Commissioner: - 

“The Social Revolutjonists, by fraud-

Japan to Double Its Army ; 
Will Pat 21 Corps i in Field 


LONDON, July 8.—Measures for 
perfecting the national defenses of 
Japan were decided upon-and a plan 
for co-operation between. the army: 
and the navy was adopted by the 
-coun¢cil.of Field Marshals and Ad-. 
mirals held recently in Japan. 

.- The, army, it is stated, will com- 
prise twenty-one corps;..with two 
divisione to the corps and three regi- 
ments to the division. The changes 
will not necessarily be effective im- 
mediately. The Times computes 
that the new: measures will double 
the strength of the Japanese Army.-

When word came 
that the French would use detach- 
ments of Americans if they wished to 
go, these boys from the United States 
stepped forward toa man. More than 
five times the needed number offered 
themselves on the instant. It is the 
story of these lads that prove that 
the doom of the Kaiser lies in the 
hearta of America’s soldiers. 

Never. before having faced the Hun, 
practically none of them having ever 
Been under fire, they leaped at the 
ohance to come to grips. It should i 
spire America to. know that 20 
those who stepped forward for this dif- 
ficult but noble task. were.youths- but 
a few months drafted.. Not that they 
stepped forth first—all stepped for- 
ward together—but these drafted boys 
showed nerve equal to that of the 
more seasoned soldiers. 

It was a bloody and desperate fight 
for that hill commanding Ch&teau- 
Thierry. It stands just outside the 
American sector, but all our soldiers 
knew its importance.

Except rag the aiken of distant 
cannon, the war’s grim face seemed 
very far away, when, just before noon, 
the word spread that, if the Americans 
Wished to, they could get into the 
French show. A little later the call 
came, and the companies were lined 
up and volunteers called for. One 
Captain told me that where he asked 
for thirty men 150 offered themselves. 

The attack started just after the 
noon hour, and our boys were in its 
midst. For their first fight they got 
into the worst mixup imaginable and 
met the meanest. boche tricks. They 
found what it was to go against: hid- 
den machine guns, camouflaged rapid- 
fire nests, gas shells, and the deafen- 
ing roar of a heavy barrage.” They | 
were shot at by snipers hiding in trees, | 
they were shot at by big and little | 
cannon with a roar that deafened 
them; but they did not falter. They 
went ahead with the French veterans 
of many a battle. They took machine 
gun posts, they took trench positions. 

Wounded Officer Plucky. 

There was the case of Lieutenant 
{deleted.] which shows the spirit of 
our men. He was leading his men 
when a German bullet got him through 
the shoulder. He was taken back to 
a dressing ‘station, after which, with 
his arm in 4’sling, he returned and 
led his men until the fight was 
ended. 

Our boys fought through woods that 
were almost impregnable, where 
bayonets were sometimes used to cut 
paths, and all in the face of German 
machine guns cleverly concealed. 

The efficient resistance of the Ger- 
mans was due in part to their new 
stunt of climbing into the tops of 
trees during the artillery bombard- 
ment. The trick of hiding in holes 
in the ground to escape shell fire is 
as old\as this’war, but the boche yes- 
terday tried successfully the trick of 
climbing into high trees, where he was 
almost safe from shells exploding on 
the ground. When the French and 
Americans advanced through the sup- 
posedily clear woods they suffered 
from these boches. 

An American lad saw a German 
machine gunner in a tree kill several 
Frenchmen. He threw all his hand 
grenades without success. Then this 
lad climbed the tree and with his 
bayonet killed the boche and threw 
the body to the ground. 

All in all, nothing could be better 
than the behavior of these boys. Re- 
member, it was their first fight, and 
they stuck it out... 

French Coloneva Praise. 

In these same woods, fighting for 
these same hills, other volunteer sol- 
diers took part on the night of July 1, 
while. their comrades to the left were 
capturing Vaux and the Bois de la 
Roche. ‘The American soldiers and 
officers were so modest about it that 
the American Headquarters did not 
know -< the exploits of these men 
serving with the French until the 
French. commanders, reported it.

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Situation - 
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In their attack south of ‘the Somme 
last’ week, in which the village of 
Hamel was taken, the Australians es- 
tablished themselves in a position which 
had certain real.advantages for an ex- 
tension of the movement both to the 
north and south of the. river.

made embarrassing. This operation is 
in every sense local and was made 
solely for the purpose of improving the 
lines as they remained after the last 
attack. 

Rumor is rife on the Italian front, 
where report has it that a new offen- 
sive is about to be launched by the Ger- 
mans and Austrians in conjunction, the 
attack coming this time on the moun- 
tain front, presumably along the Adige 
River. It. is surprising that this was 
not the first front selected by the Aus- 
trians for their great effort. If suc- 
cessful here, it would be entirely imma- 
terial what measures ‘the Italians might 
make on any other part of the front, 
their entire line would have to go all 
the way from the Adige east, since the 
line of supplies would be threatened, if

That another attack should be deliv- 
ered against the Italian lines, however, 
seems most improbable. Germany, in 
the first place, has now no troops to 
spare for such a move. She must con- 
tinue her attacks in France, and will 
need her resources there for this next 
‘effort. Whether the German leaders 
have given up all thought of a complete 
jvictory this year no one can say. The 
location. of the. next’ attack. will give 
sonie clue to their real feelings in the 
matter. But nevertheless the attack

ever, it is not evident how an Italian 
drive in the mountain sector could suc- 
ceed. The defeat which the_ Austrians 
suffered, aside from its destructive ef- 
fect on the material resources of the 
army itself, was a powerful blow to its 
spirit and jts morale. Even were this 
intangible but most important military 
quality high in the Austrian Army be- 
foré—ana there is’ very good reason to 
believe that it was. not—the shock of 
severe defeat would shake it to its foun- 
dation. The Austrian Army cannot be 
driven into an attack with even a fair 
chance of success until it has been en- 
tirely recouped in spirit: And it takes 
spirit tO move forward in a successful 
attack. <A successful army isa difficult 
thing to check, even with superior num- 
bers. A defeated army is a ‘more diffi- 
cult thing to rally. ‘ 

If the attack should be a icadibae: 
it is inevitable, of course, that the at- 
tacking troops should be made up al- 
most entirely of Austrian troops, with 
but a few German divisions. And the 
Germans. who would be sent there would 
have to be so far the superior of any 
troops that have appeared on the bat- 
tlefields of Europe. that any com- 
parison would be impossible in order to 
hold an even chance of victory. This we 
know is out of the question. Again, in 
just the same proportion as the Aus- 
trians are depressed through their de- 
feat, the Italians are elated by their vic- 
tory. There is, therefore, a double dis- 
advantage working against the Aus- 
trians. “We may therefore dismiss the 
idea of another attack against Italy not 
as impossible, as nothing is inipossible 
in war, but from such information as is 
available as most improbable.

WENT OUT AND RESCUED 
SEVEN CAPTURED MEN 


Americans Quick to Volunteer and 
Succor 2 Americans and 5 
Australians Whom Foe T ook. 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, July 7, (Associated Press.)— 
In the German counterattack against 
the new positions, gained by the Aus- 
tralians and Americans around Hamel, 
two Americans and five Australians 
were captured by the enemy. Volunteers 
were called for and an American party 
brought back the captured men and a 
German. officer, while twelve Austral- 
fans brought the number of German 
prisoners to fifty. 

An American officer told this story of 
the incident: ;

Thursday night, when they made their 
counterattack, which was. repulsed.

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OUR AVIATORS TIRELESS 
IN ITALIAN FIGHTING 


One Saved’ ‘by His Mechanic, Who 
Substitutes Muscle for 
Broken Cable. 


ITALIAN ARMY. HEADQUARTERS, 
July 7, (Associated Pregs.)—The Italian 
commander under whose direction the 
American fliers are working on the 
Italian, front has only one fault to find 
With them. They never want to remain 
on the ground. Regardless of the 
Weather, the fierceness, of the barrage 
or the vigilant enemy chasers, they want 
to be in the air after the Austrians. 

The’ exploits which brought five of 
ithe American airmen decorations cannot 
yet. be published, but the value of. their 
services may be judgéd from the fact 
that King Victor Emmanuel traveled to 
the section held by. the Americans to 
make the presentation. But all the 
Americans are doing splendid work, 
more than justifying the confidence 
placed in them when their presence on 
the battle front was requested by the 
Italian supreme command, and _ they 
were selected by Captain Fiorello La 
Guardia, the Representative in Congress 
from New York who is now attached 
to the United States Aviation ‘Corps. 

A few days ago Lieutenant Alexander 
O. Craig of New York while flying 
over Austrian territory was attacked by 
a chaser plane. By skillfully handling 
his own machine after a few minutes of 
jockeying he put his adversary at a dis- 
advantage and manoeuvred his own 
gunner into such a position that a burst 
of- machine gun fire shot the Austrian 
pilot dead and sent -his plane to the 
ground in {flames..

Most Germans still believe that there 
are only a few thousand Americans in 

. France, and that these forces are in the 
nature of a bluff. American airplanes 
are said to be incapable of long flight, 
Cheap, and poorly made. 

The Foreign. Minister’s speech is still 
causing some comment, but the people 
at Essen and in other muition centres 
‘have paid little attention to it. They 
are mostly too ignorant to understand 
politics, and their bosses tell them that 
the big offensive is coming off and the 
war will end ‘soon. 

The question of clothes has long since 

serious, but now there is even 
difficulty in getting paper garments. 
Half the population has been reduced to 
Wearing them, and the: materials used 

@for making paper are getting very 
scarce. The poor are terribly in want 
of clothes, and in Wurzburg children 
have been going to school without shirts; 
while women are sometimes unable to 
go to work for lack of covering. Out of 
17,000 German shoe factories only 800 
were ‘working in March, and many of 
these for the army. Even: wooden soles 
are a luxury nowadays. < 

In Holland the Germans are now offer- 
ing high prices for hair-combings,. which 
are used for driving belts. Last Novem- 
ber the Women’s Red Cross Union in 
Germany obtained permission to collect 
women’s hair for belts for submarine en- 
gines, Thus it is seen that even sup- 
plies for makeshifts are running short. 


GERMAN PRESS SCOFFS 
AT WILSON’S SPEECH 


Also Assails Independence Day 

Observance and Questions Size 
of Our Army Abroad.

and President Wilson's speech are occu- 
pying considerable space in the German 
press. Commenting on the speech the 
Wrankfurter Zeitung says that what 

. Wilson says about the conditions 
under which a lasting peace could be 
toncluded is so general that much is 
still to be done before the war tan be 
really ended. Behind his phrases, the 
paper says, hides an idea directed 
against Germany, and even if the beau- 
tiful principles he enunciates are meant 
honestly, then it must be assumed ‘that 
Wilson not only wishes to dominate the 
Central Powers, but also the Entente. 
The paper asks whether America in- 
tends to maintain this ascendency and 
to insure it by a durable peace. If so, 
it points out, these demands will have 
the effect of fettering Germany and will 
be in contradiction to Mr. Wilson’s pro- 
claimed principles. 

The Vorwirts says that Wilson’s and 
Winston Churchill's speeches will not 

- help peace. It says the German people 
do not agree with these two statesmen 
that the war must be finished on the 

- battlefields, and adds that assurance 
that the war is waged against the Ger- 
man Government and not against the 
people has been often enough repeated, 
but that it does not stop the people from 
suffering for the Government. 

The annexationist Kélnische Volks- 
zeitung gives a summary of the speech, 
and says it brings up no new point of 
view, but that ‘Wilson's manner of put- 
ting America’s political aims under the 
guise of freedom and humanity is re- 
volting. It adds: ‘‘ He is a New Eng- 
lander and, like Cromwell, argues and 
excuses the bloodiest acts with Bible 
quotations.” Like most of its contem- 
poraries, the paper refers to tarring 
and feathering in America, and says:- 

** Hypocrisy and brutality, your name 
is Wilson! .Europe must continue to 
bathe in a sea of blood for the fortunes 
of the trust kings, for new milliards, 
and to satisfy the political and econom- 
ical lust for supremacy of the Yankees.” 

Bitter Attack on Wilson. 

The annexationist Rhenisch Gasette 
says Wilson's speech is weaker than 
ever, and that his program is as vague 
as possible, only consisting of phrases, 
‘*@ld sounding phrases about interna- 
tional right, laws of justice and hu- 
manity, without any sequence of ideas. 
Good old Washington would turn in his 
grave if he vould hear how his -sad 
successor in the President’s chair falsi- 
fies history ‘and puts the aims of the 
union the same rank as truth, hu- 

» principles and ideals. School- 
yuaater Wilson. wishes to learn. history, 
but only shows the mirror of his inca- 
pable statesmanship and hypocrisy.” 

The Tageblatt says that Wilson has 
again put forward his four conditions in 
the same hazy way as all modern 
statesmen. They are vague, says the 
paper, and one tries to get at the speak- 
er’s meaning through haze.‘ From the 
first condition one may gather the wish 
to restrict armaments, which we share. 
The second refers to self-determination

Secretary Cheered When He De- 
clares, “If Need Be We Will Pre-

There is no law ‘‘of the Medes and 
the Pergians"’ as to a fixed military 
age in this country, and if the young 
men of 31 cannot win this war ‘‘ we 
can go up to sixty,’’ declared Secretary 
of the Navy Josephus Daniels last night 
at Carnegie Hall, where he spoke be- 
fore a patriotic mass meeting of Young 
Men’s Christian Association workers 
and- their friends. The occasion was 
the drive for 1,000 workers to go to 
France for the Y. M. C. A. : 
““There is a place for every man 
and woman and they must find it,’’ Sec- 
retary Daniels asserted, ‘‘ because the 
young man between 21 and 381. who 
avoids his responsibility is no more a 
slacker than the man of 50 or 60 who 
is not doing his duty and contributing 
everything he can to win this war.” 

Secretary Daniels ‘said that while 
more than a million men are now in 
France, a million more are preparing. 
“ And if need be, we shall prepare ten 
million more to go across,”” he added as 
the house burst’ into applause. Paying 
a tribute to the late Mayor Mitchel, the 
Secretary of the Navy said: 

** Before the world is made safe for 
Christian civilization—for we are fight- 
ing. for more than to make the world 
safe for democracy—we shall have to 
pay heavy toll. Within the last few 
days all-the world has been:in sympathy 
with the people of this great city in the 
loss of that splendid former Mayor of 
this municipality.

AMSTERDAM, July 7.—Tomorrow in 
Salzburg representatives, over fifty in 
number, of Germany, Austria and Hun- 
gary, will meet to form a sort of tem- 
porary parliament which will discuss 
the economic questions connected with 
the Proposed “ deepening and strength- 
ening’. of the alliance between the 
Fatherland and the Dual Monarchy.

Sir Archivald Bodkin read a long 
document, issued by the Germens at 
Limburg Camp, which said: 

“The Irish in. America are collecting 
money for this brigade. Join the new 
unit and win your independence. The

The story told by Prosecutor Bodkin 
of the arrival of Corporal Dowling in 
Ireland follows:

HELINGSFORS, July 7.—The Finnish 

Government has no intention of issu- 


ing any new neutrality proclamation, as 
has bestt demanded from the Entente 
sid&, but will, as hitherto, maintain a 
correct neutral attitude. 

The newspaper Hubvadstadsbladet 
states that no sénsible Findlander has 
any wish to give up neutrality and that 
there is no real reason for a conflict be- 
tween neutral Finland and the Entente. 
The happenings at Petchorga affect 
only Finland and Russia, it says, and 
yet in this question Finland has not 
been aggressive, as the Government 
troops have not crossed the frontier. 

Irredéntist views, the paper states, 
have no support in general opinion. Mil- 
itaty preparations in East Karalen, it 
maintains, have been made only to de- 
fend the eastern frontier. 

The Hubvudstadsbladet does not deny 
friendly relations .with -Germany, but 
says it cannot regard these as a depart- 
ure from neutrality and that Germany 
does not impress her will in any ques- 
tion outside the agreement.

Norwegian Sailors Picked Up 
After Drifting Helplessly 
. for Eleven Days. 





ACCOUNT FOR 11 OUT OF 27 





Submarine That Sank the Augvald 
Belleved to be the Same That 
Preyed on Ships Off Our Coast. 


, AN ATLANTIC PORT, July 8.—An- 
other. neutral ship, the Norwegian 
steamer Augvald, of 2,008 tons, bound 
from a French port for Baltimore, has 
fallen a victim of a German submarine. 
A Transatlantic liner in port today 
brought the news of the sinking of the 
Augvald in midocean on June 23 and 
also landed eleven members of the crew 
of twenty-seven men. Three of the 
crew were drowned and the remaining 
thirteen are unaccounted for. 

The rescued fen were picked up by. 
the liner after having drifted helplessly 
for.cleven days, subsisting most of that 
time on seaveed and rain water, wrung 
from their clothing or caught in their 
caps. They were in an exhausted con- 
dition, but by careful nursing had fairly 
recovered when they reached here. 

According to the members of the crew, 
who told their story in fragments over 
the side of the liner when she docked; 
the submarine adopted the same meth- 
ods as used by the U-boats in their re- 


The steamer was stopped by shellfire, 
the crew ordered into two boats, and the 
ship then sunk with bombs. 

Captain Egge of the Augvald left the 
ship with twelve men-in his boat and it 
became separated from the other life- 
boat, containing fourteen of the crew. 
For two days the latter boat drifted 
about and was then upset in a-storm. 
Three of the men were swept away and 
the others managed to right the boat 
and bale her out. They lost all their 
food and fresh water and even their 
om ee = ° . 

rifting helplessly, the men began t 
suffer for want of food and water’ lens 
weed was eagerly snatched up and 
chewed, and every device ‘they could 
think of was resorted to to catch rain- 
water.

THE ABANDONED STRIKE. 

By grace of the Telegraphers’ Union 
the wire services of the country, tele- 
graph, telephone, cable, wireless, will 
not be put in danger of interruption 
by a strike. The danger, it appears, 
was not great, but it is hard to say 
whether it is more obnoxious to re- 


zation or by those who may have made 
use of it. The country has been faced 
by thése alternatives, and the Govern- 
ment process has dealt with them in a 
spirit rather of pusillanimity than 
prudence. Héneoé, if the country 
wishes to be saved from a worse ca- 
lamity than befell thé railways, it 
must rely upon itself instead of upon 
Congressmen who would rather be 
wrong than not be elected. The coun- 
try can have Government operation of 
everything, if it wants-it. More cor- 
rectly, the country will have Govern- 
ment operation, and ownership to boot, 
unless it shows that it does not want 
it. For a month there has been a 
policy of drift in that direction, with 
the presumption in favor of the side 
making the loudest outery. The union 
had nothing to lose and everything to 
gain by that procedure.

charges of class discrimination which 
are obnéxious if true, and which if 
false are a réproach to those making 
them. ; 

It is nothing short of bearing false 
witness to say that the Western Union 
Company defied any decision agaifist 
it or any agreement assented to by it. 
What has been called a’ decision is 
only a report to the War Labor Board. 
No attention has been paid to the 
Clauses of the report providing that 
the company “ should not be required 








or + ‘pécognise it," and. that the 
union “ should guarantee” that “ it 
“ would not itself initiate and it would 


I“ not permit its members to use the 


“ strike.” All the emphasis has been 
placed upon what was called a lock- 
out by the company, meaning @ con- 
tinuance of its policy of not know- 
ingly employing memibers of a union 
which has a bad strike record. There 
was no decision. There has only been 
a failure of negotiations, declared in 
the form of a report, which has been 
brought to the attention of the Presi- 
dent and the country. The President 
has taken no action upon the ‘strike, 
although he is reported to have 
pressed for power from Congress to 

operate the wires. 

The questions of the strike and of 
Government operation are important 
enough to be separated and to be dealt 
with on their respective merits. The 
question of operation will be discussed, 
at least, and there will be oppor- 
tunity to demur before decision, in- 
stead of surrendering to it in panic. 
The question of the right to strike 
ought not to’ be allowed to pass with- 
out the formation of an opinion which 
should forbid its being raised again in 
such threatening form. The right to 
strike and the right to lock out are 
complementary. The concession of one 
implies concession of the other, and 
during the war both rights have been 
waived. There has not been in re- 
cent times any condition so unfavor- 
able to a lockout and so condemnatory 
of a strike as now. Employers are 
troubled to find workers, and workers 
have only to pick their jobs. What 
the telegraphers call a lockout’ of 
unionists is only a lockout of one 
union, on the ground that it has a 
record of strikes and .bad faith in 
agreements. 

The right to belong to a union is 
no more sacred than the right not to 
belong to a union, and does not in- 
clude the right to any particular jobs. 
A propaganda for compulsory union- 
ization of any trade agaifst the protest 
of employers, without the approval of 
employés, and pressed by threats in- 
consistent with public interests, has 
no claim upon public sympathy. It is 
further obnoxious in that it is alleged 
to be supported by other telegraphers 
than those immediately concerned and 
by other trades. Secondary and sym- 
pathetic strikes are odious. In this 
case they are defended upon the re- 
spected individual opinion of Mr. Taft. 
In a telegram to the company he used 
the words, “ I do not think our princi- 
“ples include the closed nonunion 
“ shop in the status quo to be main- 
“tained.” The question having been 
raised, there is need of a decision 
which shall decide it, It is idle to 
provide a procedure and then to ignore 
It when the crisis comes. There have 
been too mahy comproniises which 
were merely surrenders of the tmia- 
jority to the organization which 
claimed forces not under its control, 
and also professed principles which it 
violated. If the law gave a sanction 


to labor contracts, there would be 


tewer humiliations at the sacrifice of 
public intérests.

FLYING BOMBING PLANES ACROSS 


THE ATLANTIC. 
The short cut to an acceptance by 
the War Department of Mr. WILLIAM 
H. Worxman’s plan to build 10,000 
Handley-Page bombing airplanes and 
fly them ovér the Atlantic to the 
western front is to take across at 
once, or as soon as arrangements can 
be made, one of the most powerful 
standard planes made by the British 
company. An exhibition plane (Brit- 
ish in design and Amefican in con- 
struction) made ifs début with strik- 
ing success at Elizabeth, N. J., on 
Saturday afternoon in the presence 
of Assistant Secretary CRowELL and 
Mr. Jonn D. RyYAn, head of the Afr- 
craft Production Board. With a wing 
spread of*100 feet, and driven by twin 
Liberty motors of 400 horse power, 
this great machine, carrying six per- 
sons, one of them Major Gen. 
Witttm H. Keniry, Chief of the 
Departmént of Military Aeronautics, 
functioned as smoothly as a scout 
plane and attained a speed of ninety to 
ohe hundred miles an hour. Well 
might Assistant Secretary CHowrELL 


And it was particularly a triumph for 
the ‘Liberty motor, which is so well 
thought of in- England that - the 
makers, it is said, will néver be able 
to deliver enough of these engines to 
our ally. But the question remains, 
could the HandleysPage bombing 
machines be flown’ across the At- 
lantic—let us say, in flocks? And if 
that were practicable, would it pay? 
Every hour of the life of an airplane 
thotor on the wéstern front is precious. 
It has been said that, while some mo- 
tors have lasted 300 hours in opera- 
tion, the average is very much lower. 
Mr. GuTzon BoRGLUM says that “ the 
“life of an engine is somewhere be- 
“ tween 50 and 150 hours.” The wear 
and tear of a forty-odd hours’ flight 
from America to France should not be 
disregarded by the enthusiasts. What- 
éver it was, it would be saved by 
transportation in the usual way. <A 
ship carrying planes and engines 
thight be torpedoed, it is true; on the 
other hand, some of the bombing ma- 
chines attempting the Atlantic pas- 
Sage would néver reach the other side: 

Mr. Workman is indignant because 
the War Department is cool toward 
his project. It cannot be indifferent 
to his bombing plane as a terrible 
war weapon; certainly not after the 
éxhibition given at Elizabeth. Secing 
is believing; and then it is well known

And, 
course, it is mainly on the western 
front that these destructive niachines 
are wanted. 

Now the War Department would 
like nothing better than a demonstra- 
tion that a Handley-Page plane can 
be taken across the sea under {ts 
own power. ‘The successful flight of 
one of them to the Azores, and thence 
to France, would be impressive, if not 
convincing. Should it make the re- 
turn voyage without mishap, the War 
Department might decide in an emer- 
gency, when time pressed, to start for 
the other side a certain number of 
bombing planes by the air route. But 
in the absence of successful trials it 
will not be inclined to consider the 
Handley-Page project seriously. Ship 
transportation may not always bé 
sure, but it is always available. At 
Blizabeth on Saturday Mr. Joun D. 
Raw said: “ We are now loading on 
“ almost every ship sailing for France 
“large planes equipped with engines 
“and every accessory to fit them for 
“service as soon as they can be as- 
“ sembled on the other side.”

THE FOURTEENTH OF JULY. 

France and the other allies have 
just, kept memorably the American 
national holiday.

Our boys in 
France will join with all their héarts 
in the cOmmemoration. Here the 
people of whatever stock will hallow 
the day. The Ambassadors of Great 
Britain and Italy, our heroic and un- 
conquérable fellows in the battle of 
world freedom against world domin- 
ion, will come to this city to express 
sométhing of thé feelirig which their 
peoples, which all freé peoples, have 
for Fratice.

Professor Hayes calls attention again 
in Science, (July 5,) to the absurdity of 
&® gréat nation éntering upon a world 
war in the défense of civilization with- 
out having had the forethought to pfo- 
vide itéelf with a name capable of fur- 
nishing an adjective. What are our 
brave soldiers who aré fighting in 
France? The newspapers are desperately 
put to it to designate them in their 
headlines. It is absurd for us to call 
ourselves Americans. The Canadians 
are just as gaod Americans as we are, 
and perhaps better. ‘‘ Yankeé” is a 
word of atrociously bad sound, and, as 
your corfespotident, a Canadian re- 
turned officer, has pointed out in your 
columns, it is sure to be abbreviated 
into ‘‘ Yanks.’ Moreover, what an im- 
pertinence it is to our fighting brothers 
from the South to fasten the name 
“‘ Yankees "’ upon them! 

It happens that there is an easy way 
out from this difficulty, ‘‘ Americans " 
is of as much too wide a denotation as 
“Yankees"’ is of t06 hafrow. Our 
country is the United States of North 
America, or U. 8. of N. A. What is 
easier than to form a synthetic name out 
of these initial letters, as the Dnglish 
have already done in the case of the in- 
dispensablé name Anzacs. In fact, this 
name already éxists in the clever aux- 
iliary international languages, as Ido; all 
of them havé adopted Usona as the 
proper name for this countty, but for 
common use Usonia and the Usonians 
would be somewhat riore euphonious. 

Usially it is difficult to introduce a 
new word, but in this instance the need 
for it is so crying that its use in half 
a dozén headlines would suffice to start 
it On @ bBuccessful career. At present 
we have to usé U. 8. as if it were a 
word, and with that We havé not markedg 
ourselves off from the United States of 
Mexico.

‘All or nearly all 
of these Americans, be they Ameri- 
cans through naturalization, birth, 
or dawning comprehension, now see the 
developments within the last four years 
from a different angle, and their view- 
point has changed even within the last 
few months. The energetic and deter- 
mined preparation for aiding the west 
front drives and counterattacks that 
are being made by American troops, 
among whose number many “ a friendly 
enemy’s”’ néarest and dearest relative 
might be found, and the submarine at- 
tacks off the American coast of hardly 
@ month back have done their share te 
show the light to these one-time friends 
of the Kaiser: 

That for years they remained in the 
dark, and that many still have to find 
the light, the new, great world light of 
democracy, is to be blamed on the 
Pharos by which their political course 
is steered, the press, which professes 
to be American, printed in the German 
language. 

The writer of these lines is a German, 
worse still, a Prussian, who for years 
‘had the opportunity of observing closely 
the manner in which readers of German 
newspapers aré being fed on a sugar- 
coated version bf their pet beliefs. 

Without doubt it was the German 
papers’ misleading attitude which 
brought about a prolongation of the war 
through the belated entrance of the 
United States into the conflict. The duty 
of the German language press in the 
United States plainly was to enlighten 
Berlin and warn her againat drawing 
the United States into.the war, whereas 
Herr von Ktthimann, as recently re- 
ported, trusted this same press could 
and would try to overawe the United 
States. Who knows what inclined him 
‘to be so optimistic? 

I accuse the German language presse 
of having failed to point out to Wilhelm 
von Hohensollern daily in seventy-two- 
point type that the United States was 
being governed by way of Washington, 
and must not be confused with Vienna, 
which received its orders from Prussian- 
izea Germany. 

Better men thah these, men who had 
left Prussian Germaty just because it 
had become unbeafably Prussian, whose 
patriotism for their old Fatherland 
awoke at the beginting of the war, saw 
things in. a different light as the war 
wore on. These meén were attacked by 
the German language press in the vilest 
fianner. Even men like Frans Sigel, 
who inherited from his great father his 
love for Hberty and justice, who i¢ an 
American by bitth and conviction, was 
net spared. The efforts of the Friends 
of German Democracy, an organisation 
whose aim it is to ight the torch of 
liberty for the Hohenzollern-blinded 
Germany, not only remained unaided, 
but one of the Gérman language papers 
actually went otit of its way éagerly 
trying to frustrate the efforte of and 
discredit this organization. That this 
is being done no. longer is easily _¢x+ 
plained. 


To the Editor of The New York Tunes: 

Russia is at the parting of the ways. 
She must make two decisions of which 
the effects will be tremendous both for 
herself and civilization. One problem is 
that of domestic politico-economic or- 
ganization, of which final solution must 
be delayed until the general will of the 
Russian people becomes articulate. We 
must be patient with this problem, for 
the final consummation of a revolution 
requires time. We can even regard the 
Present struggle as an extension of the 
French Revolution beyond the Rhine. 
The Russian revolution has in fifteen 
months reached the sixth year stage of 
the French upheaval. Patience is the 
prime requisite for the onlookers. 

The other great problem—that of 
foreign policy—is urgent and oritical. 
Two ferces are struggling for world 
mastery. If Russia's great strength is 
organized by and for autocracy, the 
liberal part of the world will have a 
prolongation of the war for many years. 
Russia has an immense potential food 
supply, an ingxhaustible wealth in raw 
materials; it has the man power and the 
woman power so essential today. What 
it needs is organization and capitai— 
both of which must go in from without. 
Which of these two forces struggling 
for world mastery 1s going te furnish 
the required organization and. capital? 

Above all Russia requires at this time 
that the world know her better; that the 
offices of friendship be strengthened by 
understanding. Volumes would be re- 
quired to deal in any way adequately 
with Russian life. I desire here in a 
few words to present a birdseye view 
of Russia’s bone and muscle, her in- 
dustry and commerce, with their im- 
plications for our pressing problems of 
today. 

In point of numbers Russia stands 
first ameng the white nations with a 
Population of nearly 190,000,000. Before 
the war and revolution the area of the 
country was 8,500,000 square miles, 
about three times the size of the United 
States. She is an agricultural nation, 
$5 per cent. of her population being 
engaged in cultivating th¢ soil. Only 15 
per cent. live in towns and cities, 
whereas in the United States there are 
about equal numbers of rural and urban 
dwellers, (02 per cent. as compared to 
48 per cent.) 

Not all this vast realm ean be culti- 
vated. There is a great northern zone 
where agriculture is ‘out of the ques- 
tion. There ate great stretches of for- 
est and other sreas with poor soil, 
short seasons and severe Winters. 
Where the soil is arable great quanti- 
ties. of rye, wheat, oats, barley, flax, 


and hemp are produced. 
annual peace-time yield of hemp is 
about 400,000 tons; of flax the same 
quantity. With an annual output of 
2,600,000 tons a year before the war, 
Russia could have become the greatest 
béet sugar producer in the world. On 
the avérage Russia produced from 
$,000,000 to 9,000,000 bushels of rye, 
more than seventeen times the United 
States output; abotit 400,000,000 bush- 
els of barléy, about twice the United 
States outgut; between 6,000,000 and 
7,000,000 bushels of wheat, and from 
800,000,000 to 1,000,000,000 -bushela of | gvé,

The natural agricultural resources of 
Russia are so boundless that 4ven this 
great output goes hand in hand with 
the grossest inefficiency, In the United 
States, 36 per cent. of the popiilation 
produce enough food for the entire 
sountry, with a large margin for ex- 
port. In, Russia 8 per cent. of the 
population did not prodtidé enough food 
for the country .bécause of its ineffi- 
cient and unorgatized methods al cul- 
tivation. 

To be stire, Russia has eunetel 
cereals ahd dairy products. In 1814 
$180,000,000 worth of ceréals and $50,- 
000,000 worth of dairy products and 
poultry were exported over the Euro- 
pean frontier, but it has been repeat- 
edly proved by extensive investiga~ 
tions that the Russian exports of agri- 
cultural products are not the result of 
a aurplus, but the result of privation 
end starvation of the peasants who 
are obliged to selt the goods instead of 
keeping them for their own consump- 
tion. 

As an indication of what the intro- 
duction of efficient methods and or- 
ganization will mean we may compare 
the relative productiveness of land per 
acre in bushels. Of wheat, where Ger- 
thany produces 80, Russian estates pro- 
ducé 18, and thé péasant farms 8; of 
oats, Germany, 60; Rtissian estates, 85; 
peasant farms, 20. Méreovetr, if we 
compare the production per unit of farm 
population wé find that whereas Rus- 
sia’s 150,000,000 of farm dwellers on 
15,000,000 individual farms coniprising 
760,000,000 acres of arable land produce 
2,500,000,000 bushels of gfain, the 50,- 
000,000 farm dwellers of the United 
States oh 6,000,000 farms covering 460,- 
000,000 acres produce 3,500,000,000 
bushels for 2 pépulation alrtiost half of 
Hussia’s. If we could obtain the records 
for the individual farm laborer the 
difference would be still greater. 

1 should like to emphasize that no 
Method 6f redistribution of the same 
available acreage of land can possibly 
increase production. The real problem 
is to spread kriowledge of intensive cul- 
tivation and crop rotation, the use of 
fertilizing agents, and the moéderniza- 
tion of farming implements. In con- 
nection with this there must be, be 
sides general ediication, increased fa- 
cilities of tratsportation and knowledge 
of marketing methods.

Further analyzing the limitless wealth 
in the soil of Russia we come to the 
other extractive industries, forestry 
and mining. Ruesia has a. larger ares 
under forests than any other country 
in the world. Once the matter of ade- 
quate transportation is corrected, she 
will become the leading timber pro- 
ducer. In millions of acres the rel- 
ative acres of land under forest are ag 
follows: Russia, 1,125; Canada, 889, 
United States, 608; Europe, excluding 
Russia, 276 It is obvious from these 
figures that. Hurope must look to Rus- — 
sia in the future for its timber and 
wood pulp supply. An investigation has 
revealed the fact that the revenue 
from a well-managed forestry alone can 
cover Russia's national debt many 

A real eotimate of the wealth in 
Russia's mines cannot be obtained be- 
cause the potentialities have not been 
thoroughly investigated. Among the 
first acts of the Provisional Govern- 
ment was an order for. geological in- 
vestigations, which might bring to light 
all the resources of the country. 

‘In 1918 Russia produced 34,000,000 
tons of coal and 61,000,000 barrels of 
petroleum. In the recently developed 
Donets region, there is the greatest fuel 
supply én the world, comparatively un- 
touched as yet. Turning to other mined 
products we find an average year to 
yield 7 tons of platinum, 70 tons of gold, 
180 tons of lead, 18,000 tons of zinc, 
26,000 tons of copper, 700,000 tons of 
manganese, and 7,000,000. tons of iron 
ore. 

Russian mining methods aré as inef- 
ficient as the agriculture. Good organ- 
ization and harnessed science could as 
easily treble this output as they could 
the agricultural. 

Russian industry kas been developed 
only within the last twenty-five years or 
80. Tired of depending on imported 
Manufactured goods, it was thought 
Wiser to import capital and build up 
domestic: manufactures. Belgian, French, 
and other capitalists, frightened away 
from Ameri¢a by the panic of 189%, in- 
vested much money in Russia. The Gov- 
ernment built railroads and engaged in 
many public works which stimulated 
private entrépreneurs. The chief. means 
of commutiication heretofore, had been 
the numerous waterways, but this trans- 
portation was slow and impossible for 
considerable periods in the year. 

The greatest single achievement was 
the Trans-Siberian railroad completed 
in 1905. This road is 5,500 miles long, 
extending from Petrograd to the Pa- 
¢ifie. Russia’s railways are still in their 


‘infancy. For every ten. thousand per- 


sons the United States has 29 miles of 
failroad, while Russia has only 3. In 
1914, 4,000 miles of road was authorizea 
by the Government and joint stock: 
companies weré about to build 8,000 
miles more. 

Many canals need to be dug -and the 
navigability of the rivers improved so 
that Russia's great waterways become 
& teal factor in transportation. Closely 
related to this is the wide. open field for 
electrical development. The country has 
fuel.and water power and electricity can 
be exploited to a limitless degree.’ Not 


one Senet & per. cent: of the es- 
eet 12 horse power of hy- 


draulic power hag as yet been utilized. 

Textile, léather and hides, fron, coal 
and oil are the leading industries at 
Present. Cotton has ‘replaced linen as 
the chief fabric. Though its mechanical 
power is a laté improvement the tex- 
tile industry oan satisfy the domestic 
demand and there is a flourishing ex- 
port of textiles to China and Persia. 
The manufacture of wool is also ex- 
panding. Much capital has been at- 
tracted to ft recently. The value of the 
annual wool production is over 250 
million rubles exclusive of the extensive 
domesti¢ manufacture of wool for 
domestic needs, 

The silk isidustry, dependent on im- 
ported raw materials, has used over 
30 million rubles of cocoons. The hide 
industry produces one of Riissia’s chief 
éxports. Over 50 million rubles: worth 
ef hides were exportéd annually be- 
sidés a cér‘ain quantity of fine Russian 
leathers: The iron and steel industry, 
despite the great natural resources of 
ores and despite high protective tariffs, 
cannot supply thé country’s growing 
demand, Russia ranks next to the 
United States in petroleum refinery. 

A touch of organization will have a 
magic effect on Russian industry. The 
raw material is theré—the supply of a 
continent! 

These words are too few to describe 
Russian économic life. But I hope a 
few salfetit ideas are clear. 

Thé revolution was unexpected. There 
was @ general opinion that it wotild oo- 
cor after the war? when the soldiers 
would bring back a stock of broader 
ideas and & disgust with the inefficiency 
of the Governmént. The origin of the 
revolution is mysterious, and there are 
indications that it was permitted by the 
old régime—for what purpése who can 
tell? The country has not yet recovered 
its breath and chaos rules. 

The packbotie, of the country is the 
peasantry and they are a conservative 
force. There are no more than a few 
thousand of downright Bolsheviki. 
Thése have attracted to theméelves the 
criminal element. Théy are hélpless in 
the face of Russia’s vast problems: We 
are, fighting for democracy and justice, 
but the mechanism is man power, wom- 
ar poWer, pfovisions, and imaterials.  , 
To déal with an autocracy which uses 
to gréat advantage stern facts we must 
use those facts and be forehanded. 
The enemy is not watching and waiting.

The funeral honors will include: the 
flight of a squad of twenty airplanes, 
dropping flowers on the funeral proces- 
wion as it makes its way from the City. 
Hall to the cathedral. The military 
authorities on Governors Island issued 
@ statement yesterday that thers was 
nothing in the character of the military 
Procession which préciuded participation 
by any number of civic organizations. 
The Chamber of Commerce, the Mer- 
chants’ Association, and numerous city 
organizations telephoned during the day 
to Robert Adamson, at 56 Liberty Street, 
who is in charge of the preparations for 
the funeral. 

The body will arrive at the Pennsyl- 
Vania’ Station this morning at 7:15 
o'clock, Mrs. John Purroy Mitchel and
